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Sir: 

This paper is in response to the Sequence Election Requirement, dated October 26, 2006. 
The Examiner set a one month period for reply. As November 26, 2006, fell on a Sunday, the 
due date for response is automatically extended to Monday, November 27, 2006. 

In response to the Requirement, Applicants elect SEO ID NO: 14 . This election is made 
with traverse. 

Applicants respectfully note that each of SEQ ID NOs:2-16 could be used to amplify a 
portion of SEQ ID NO: 1 containing the elected variation at position 4037. As this group of 
sequences only encompasses 1 5 different primers, it would not be an undue burden on Patent 
Office resources to search all 1 5 sequence. 

Furthermore, Applicants respectfully assert that claim 21 is allowable. As claim 37 
depends from claim 21, and simply further defines the method recited in claim 21, the Examiner 
would not need to perform a search of the prior art for any of the primers recited in claim 37. In 
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particular, as the method of determining a risk of glaucoma based on the presence of variations at 
particular positions of the myocilin gene as recited in claim 21 is novel and non-obvious, there 
would be no need to determine if the primers of SEQ ID NOs2-27, used in screening for the 
variations, are known in the art. 

For these reasons, Applicants respectfully traverse the instant requirement.
